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In tho course of analyzing the materials already available to 
the Commission, iMch hear upon the questions of the effectiveness 
of the Secret Service f s Protective Research Section in its preventa- 
tive intelligence operations, red the adequacy of liaison arrange- 
ments between the Secret Service end other federal int0Hi3cr.ce 
agencies, it has become apparent that the record, as presently con- 
stituted, is significantly incoi.plcto. A great deal of additional 
infcr.ntion must be obtained from each of the intelligence agencies 
before the Comission will bo able to mho reasoned judgments in this 
area. It is the purpose of this meu’nrondun to surest, in surmry 


fashion, the kinds of further inquiry of all investigative agencies 
involved that appear to bo necessary, using the Secret Service and 
the Fdl as illustrations . 


1. Secret Service 

The Secret Service has provided a meaoranduci by the egent in 
charge of the Protective Research Section, ouz^nxising in very 
general terns its operations, (See Ccm. Ro. 3, E:ch±bits 2 and 3.) 

The mcorandum tells us airs at nothing about tho qualitative standards 
used for determining uhen information warrants being placed in PPJ3 
files, the extent to which original investigations are instituted to 
develop preventative intelligence info motion, the data storage and 
retrieval systems used, including the degree of automation or other 
modem data processing techniques employed, etc. 

To develop the kind of information the C coni scion will ultimately 
require, as a first ctcp the Commission should write to Secretary 
Dillon, requesting all existing written information about arrangements 
for safeguarding the President, including particularly descriptions 
of PRS operations, and also requesting the preparation of written re- 
ports to the extent that materials do not now c:lst, A draft letter 
has been prepared for tho Comi scion's consideration. 


Once such information is received, it may well suggest other 
fruitful lines of inquiry* Members of tho Commission staff should 
conduct extensive interviews with Secret Service, end particularly, 
PRS personnel, to learn precisely how these functions are carried out.

(7) On November 18 the EDI vac advised that 0 Gerald T.rote to the 
Soviet Embassy in Washington that he lud been in Mexico City under an 
assumed nano and that ho had originally intended to vi3it the Soviet 
Enfbaccy in Cuba but was unable to reach Cuba. 

(3) An FBI agent told two Secret Service agents on November 22 
that Oswald had, within the past 15 days, contacted two hnown sub- 
versive scent 3. 

The historical record compiled by the Ccimaicsion would obviously 
be incomplete if the EDI were not to be Given on opportunity to 
cjqplain the many questions raised by the record now before the 
Core-lesion. On the facts now available, the Com! colon cannot begin 
to understand the true degree of concern in which tl:e FBI held Oswald 
immediately preceding the assassination, why the FBI epp arontly did 
not consider that hi3 conduct merited advice to the Secret Service, 
particularly in the liaison activities immediately preceding the 
President's trip, and why the FBI va s not more actively pursuinG 
Oswald in connection with itc oiaa direct responsibilities. 

Initially, this information ray best be obtained by putting; to 
the FBI a scries of specific questions conceminG its investiention of 
Oswald. It so cans probable that it will be necessary to folio-; these 
questions by requesting from the EDI all internal memoranda, internal 
curveillance end moil cover reports, and logo of the activities of 
those agents who had any contact with hio case. The next stage might 
be staff interviews with FBI personnel, end the Comnl salon nay ulti- 
mately desire to memorialize thio information by taking the testimony 
of particular agent a. 
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
